EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Aries Taylor on 9-22-10. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claims 2, 6, 7, 9-11 have been canceled. Claims 1, 3-5, 8, 12 and 13 have been 
allowed. 

In claim 1 , the phrase --, wherein progesterone, androstenedione, or androgen is 
produced- has been inserted after the term "HSD3b6". 
Claim 11 has been canceled. 

In claim 12, "androstendione" has been changed to --androstenedione-. 
In claim 13, the phrase -, wherein progesterone, androstenedione, or androgen 
is produced- has been inserted after the term "HSD3b6". 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
New Matter 

The rejection of claims 1, 3-5, 8 and 11 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement has been withdrawn. The 
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claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a 
way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the 
time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention has been 
withdrawn in view of pg 2, lines 4-6. 

Enablement 

The rejection of claims 1 , 3-5, 8, 1 1 and 1 3 under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, first paragraph, 
enablement, has been withdrawn in view of the amendment. 

The prior art of record did not reasonably teach or suggest a method of 
differentiating mesenchymal stem cells (MSC) into steroid hormone-producing cells 
comprising stimulating the cells, in the presence of cAMP, by transfecting the cells with 
a vector encoding a steroidogenic factor 1 (SF-1), wherein said hormone is selected 
from the group consisting of progesterone, androgen, and androstenedione.
